ROME^ March 18.—The American pil- 
grims had a special audience with the 
pope at noon to-day. 
The following is 
the address delivered to Leo XII on be- 
half of the pilgrims: 


• 'Most Dear Father: Ever since your 
holiness, inspired by a happy thought, 
issued the brief salvatoris, directing the 
attention of the faithful to these places 
that were crimsoned with die precious 
blood of our Saviour, it has taken deep 
root in Hie hearts of the American Cath- 
olics. Their generosity toward the good 
work of preserving these holy spots has 
increased, and an. earnest desire has 
been awakened to worship amid those 
hallowed scenes. 


"To satisfy that proud desire we have 
oiganized this first pilgrimage, which, 
we hope, will be the precursor of many 
others. 
The love that fills our hearts 
toward our divine Saviour has impelled 
us to undertake so long a journey, that 
we may be privileged to visit m d pene- 
trate the tomb which received the re- 
mains of His sacred humanity, and since 
we profess to be the devoted children of 
Christ's vicar on earth, we deem it our 
duty to come to the see of St. Peter, of 
whom you are the lawful successor, to 
kneel at your feet and to i>ay you our 
homage, which is prompted by our love 
and devotion. 


"At the same time, we express our joy 
for the honor of this reception, but we 
cannot conceal the sorrow of our hearts at 
the condition of the times which keeps 
the common father of the faithful in a 
state of imprisonment. 
We shall not 
cease to raise our fervent prayers that 
as an angel sent from heaven freed St. 
Peter from prison, so €tod may decree 
that the vicar of Christ, St. Peter's suc- 
cessor, shall recover that freedom and 
those rights which are so necessary for 
the exercise of the spiritual gfood of the 
papacy to the glory of our Holy Mother, 
the church, and the welfare of the souls 
intrusted to your care. 


"In the meantime,'we si^licate yom- 
Holiness to comfort us with your apos- 
tolic blessing for the success of our pil- 
grimage." 


All the pilgrims are well and Bishop 
Wigger is improving.

Yesterday dawned the brightest morn- 
ing of the year and St. Patrick's day 
proved to be the pleasantest known to 
Fort Wayne in twenty-three years.

At ,10:30 Rev. Father O'Leary cele- 
brated high mass, and Rev. Father De- 
laney preached a sermon appropriate to 
the day. The young clergyman covel-ed 
himself all over with glory, for he deliv- 
ered one of the most eloquent orations 
ever pronounced from the Cathedral 
pulpit. 
He traced the life of St. Pat- 
rick, followed his labors in the conver- 
sion of Ireland, and then painted his 
triumphs with rare beauty. 
This Cath- 
olic faith, planted by the great apostle, 
perpetuated by the Irish bishops and 
priests, and cherished by the people 
throughout centuries of trial and tor- 
ture, is the brightest gem in Ireland's 
crown of glory, contended the s])eaker, 
and he proceeded to demonstrate how 
the 
Christian spirit 
held 
up 
and 
strengthened them for the battle of life, 
chastened their homes, and heaped on 
them etei-nal laurels. 
The subject was 
fervently handled, and had in it enough 
of poetry and song to sweeten the re- 
ligious sentiment and charm the vast 
congregation. 
It was a most beautiful 
tribute, and withall fruitful of good 
truths. 


The music of the momiug was inter- 
spersed with Irish national airs and 
songs. 


In the evening the spacious Library 
hall was crowded to the doors, at- 
tracted by an entertainment arranged 
by Rev. Father O'Leary, and indeed 
the large and intelligent assembly was a 
compliment to him. 


The first number of the evening was a 
chorus, "Come Back to Erin," prettily 
rendered by the Misses M. Hedekin, A. 
Summers, M. Buckley, F. Clarke, E. 
Hebert, 
C. 
Trentmau, 
M. 
Tay- 
lor, 
C. 
Lordier, 
L. 
Quinn, 
K. 
O'Rourke, M. Frey, M. Russell, M. 
Flavey and A. Gaffney from St. August- 
ine's academy. 
The Misses A. Sum- 
mers, M. Hedekiu and J. Fleming fol- 
lowed with a medley of Irish airs aud 
both numbers were liberally applauded 
and encored. 


Miss M. Buckley sang the "Beautiful 
Isle of the Sea" and did it so nicely that 
she was recalled, and to the deserved 
applause resjiondedwith the "Killamey" 
ballad. 
The young lady has a very 
pleasing voice and handles it with ex- 
cellent taste. 


Miss Josie Fleming concluded the 
musical program with an instrumental 
solo, "St. Patrick's Day" and did it 
nicely. 


Rev. 
Father 
Delaney 
introduced 
Rev. J. J. Carroll, of Chicago, who 
spoke on the "Race Traits of the Irish 
People." 


Father Carroll is one of the men to 
whom oratory is a gift and he is besides 
a great scholar and student of history. 


This subject gave him much range 
and he touched on aU the topics that re- 
late to Ireland, handling the phases 
with force and elegance. 
He compli- 
mented the great English writers and 
statesmen when they merited it, but he 
did not spare criticism. 


He traced the invasion of England 
and insisted that in the commingling of 
races the people lost their identity. 


He did likewise for Ireland but de- 
monstrated that its people maintained 
their identity and honor through all thé 
years of ceaseless war and persecution. 


He 
paid a tribute 
to the Irish 
character, to the virtue of the people, to 
their valor, generosity and resources 
and said that the cause of Ireland to- 
day was fafaier and brighter than it ever 
was. 


He said tiiat England was rapidly 
loosing its power and sway among the 
nations of the earth, and predicted that 
God would revenge the blood shed by 
its weaker victims. 


Father Carroll was frequently ap- 
plmded and spoke for an hour. 
It ir to 
be hoped he will be heard here a^lbi»^ 
He has ocmviotionB and Uie courage to 
express them.

When ask 4 if he intended to take 
any special notice of the recent on- 
slaughts of Bishop Coxe on the Wash- 
ington university, the cardinal said: 
"No, I do not, I think it wisest to ignore 
such attacks. 
Their 
objects are too 
plain, besides. Bishop Ryan, of BufEsdo, 
has already given them the best an- 
swer." 


Cardinal Gibbons is writing a new 
book. 
He was asked yestesday for a 
brief outline of it. 
"Well to be can- 
did," replied the cardinal, "I am averse 
to saying much about it yet, lest my 
notions should be misunderstood. 
This 
much I may tell you. 
I am thinking of 
calling the book 'Our Christian 
Herit- 
age. ' Its object will be to show the 
beauty and the neccessity of religion in 
these days, when it is fashionable to sit 
up the 
teachings of Paganism, 
of 
Buddhism, and eve Mohamm^sm, as 
more suited than ours to the wants of 
humanity. 


"I want to .show the need of our 
changing to fundamental truths; to the 
existence of God; to the decline of im- 
morality; to the belief in conscience, 
and to the truth that conscience is the 
voice of God. 
I shall endeavor to show 
the need of religion to .the individual, to 
the family and also to society, and I 
shall dmw my arguments, not alone 
from Holy writ, as you might expect, 
but from reason, quoting philosophers, 
historians and moralists, especially the 
modems."

BEBOIT, Mich., March 18.—Moses W. 
Field, founder of the greenback party 
in Michigan, capitalist and regent of 
the state university, and a well-known 
business man, was buried on Saturday 
last. 
He left an estate variously esti- 
mated from a quarter of a million to a 
million dollars. 


This morning in the Wayne circuit 
court his wife aud children filed a bill of 
complaint against Mar^- Gerring and 
John Gerring, charging them with dis- 
posing of $60,000 worth of property, 
which is alleged was given to Maiy Ger- 
ring, by Mr. Field, without considera- 
tion and through conspiracy aud undue 
influence. 


The facts behind the suit are alleged 
to be that Mr. Field led a double life 
with Mi-s. Gerring, to whom he trans- 
fen-ed property 
and money 
to her 
almost on call. 
About $40,000 of the 
property is still get-at-able, if the courts 
rule that it was improperly obtained. 
Judge Hosmer this morning enjoined 
the Gerring's from disposing of the 
property.

Since the publication in The Sentineii 
of a week ago of the brief re>'iew of the 
sermon preached on the subject "Bap- 
tism, not Immersion," by Rev. D. C. 
Wooli)ert, the pastor of the Berry Street 
M. £. church, the theme has been the 
matter of much thought and discussion, 
and led to a request from some of the 
members of the Christian and the Wayne 
Street M. £. churches that their pastors 
preach on the subject of baptism. 
This 
they did yesterday, Rev. Dr. Bams, of 
the Wayne street church, handling the 
subject both at his moming and evening 
services and Elder G. H. Sims preach- 
ing upon it in the evening. 


Dr. Bams, in his discourses, made a 
masterly review of the subject, and the 
moming'.hour did not permit him to fin- 
ish his discussion which he continued 
and completed at the evening session. 
While Methodists were permitted to 
choose ponring, sprinkling or immersion 
as forms of bftptism, he said, the ohuxch 
pronounced in favor of the former, and 
this was tbe mode practiced by its min- 
istry. 


In it he beliefved they were upheld by 
the BiUe, and Ibe raremed gentlemaii 
referred to many instenoes in the Scrip- 
tore where this mode of baptism was 
practioedby the aposties.

tisms on the d»y of Pentioost, when

Sprinkling or ponring, he said, is 
baptism and with the baptism, of-the 
Holy Spirit is a saving method and re- 
deems us from our sins. 
He went over 
much of the ground touched on 
Rev. D. C. Woolpert the Sunday pre- 
vious and closed his moming sermon by 
promising a continuance of the discus- 
sion in the evening, when we are told 
the doctor, who is one of the best Bible 
students in the city, advanced some 
grand arguments in behalf of the posi- 
tion taken by his church and many oth- 
er Christian denominations. 


the other side. 


"Sprinkling or Pouring 
Not Bap- 
tism," was the subject taken by Elder 
G. H. Sims, the eloquent young pastor 
of the Christian church, for his dis- 
course in the evening at that sanctuary. 
He had a magnificent audience and his 
argument for the form of baptism as 
practiced by his denomination was a 
grand one indeed. 


There is but one mode of baptism, he 
said, and that is the mode taught and 
practiced by Christ and his apostles 
immersion. 
All the other forms come 
to us as relics of the dark ages when the 
form of baptism was changed by the 
Catholic church from dipping or immer- 
sion to sprinkling or pouring. 
The lat- 
ter never was the practice of the church 
before and was only hiade so then by a 
papal decree, which, looking at it from 
Catholic standpoint, is right and prop- 
er, but Protestants can certainly give 
no valid reasons for following it. 


Baptism partakes of a two-fold char- 
acter—a baptism by the spirit and bap- 
tism by water. 
Both are commanded, 
and one is as essential to salvation as 
the other. 
"He that, believeth and 
is baptised, shall be saved, but he that 
believeth not shall be dammed," said 
Jesus, and His words are as true to-day 
as when they were uttered more than 
eighteen hundred years ago. But 
baptism by sprinkling or pouring is not 
baptism, and those denominations who 
practice it are not, the speaker said, fol- 
lowing the commands of God. 


The reverend gentlemen (juoted copi- 
ously from scripture to prove his posi- 
tion, and in the course of his argument 
rebutted several claims made by Dr. 
Bams in the moming, among which was 
the baptism of the three thousand at Je- 
rusalem on the day of Pentecost. The 
trath is, said Elder Sims, that the bap 
tism there was by immersion, and was 
performed by the eleven apostles and 
one hundred and twenty-five disciples 
which could have been easily done by 
that number. 


The speaker advanced many other 
forcible and clinching arguments in fa 
vor of immersion, and after denouncing 
infant baptism as wrong, and speaking 
of the number of immersionists in the 
United States, closed his sermon of over 
an hour with a beautiful blackboard ex 
ercise showing the diflFerence between 
man's method and God's method of 
baptism.

The love that nils our hearts 
toward our divine Saviour has impelled 
us to undertake so long a journey, that 
we may be privileged to visit and pene- 
trate the tomb which received the re- 
main* of His sacred humanity, and since
